To reach a certain po int o ne is 
required t» i walk thro ugh narro w 
lanes, co urts, private b» » uses. o ver 
riKifs and thro ugh cellars. 
Very few 
residents o wn an entire building. The 
Turkish go vernment o wns the city , 
anil the deeds issued U> buy ers call fo r 
so many feet o f gro und and generally 
o ne 
sto rv building. 
So m« R>ne 
buy s air space fo r secxind sto ry and 
ano ther a third. To secure a deed 
th a t calls fo r hulldlug fro m earth t»» 
heaven, means the o utlay o f an eno r­ 
mo us price. 
“ DiKjn my arrival at Jerusalem I 
directed 
my steps to ward Christ’s 
to mb. 
Desiring Io see this mo st Im­ 
po rtant i» f all sights to lie seen there, 
and lieing a llus.slau Jew, I had to use 
co nsiderable strategy . 
I have co m­ 
mand o f several languages, and Arabic 
suited rnv puriK» se. 
1 pro ceeded, and 
came to a large sto ne pillar ly ing 
acro ss the path and guarded by a Turk. 
The sto ne, the guard info rmed me, 
was o ne th a t was bro ken bv the 
weight o f Christ while hearing hi« 
cro ss t<j Calvary . I was In a quandary 
ho w to pro ce» *d, but kneeled and kissed 
the sto ne. 
Handing the Turk a few 
co ins, be bo wed and permitttd me to 
pass. The next place o f ri<» te was the 
Impressio n o f a hand o n a ro ck, and 
also guarded by a Turk. 
I was In­ 
fo rmed th at this was the sp» » t where 
Chrl-t bade his fo llo wers no t to weep, 
resting his hand o n the ro< k. 
My next venture was t»» the to mb 
o f Christ, the entrance to which is 
lieauttful, and pro fusely co vered with 
flo wers, Tiie circle in which I f» *uud 
my self was surro unded by altars and 
priest in so mbre ro lies was in at­ 
tendance at each place o f wo rship, all 
speaking 
different languages. The 
law do es no t permit a Jew who d» ies 
no t pro fess Christ to enter the h» *ly 
precincts. Altho ugh 1 co nsider Christ 
a great and g» K>d man, 1 do no t ac­ 
credit him with divinity ; 1 am a 
liberal Jew. Again strategy came to 
my aid. and I appro ached an Arabian 
priest, telling him th a t I was a ro ugh 
sailo r and had never kno wn a tuUir’s 
Instructio n in the Christian faith. He 
directed me to kneel befo re the altar 
and repeat after him a pray er, which 
1 did, and was allo wed to Inspect 
every detail o f the place. 
"1 next 
retraced my steps and 
so ught an entrance to the lo mlw l» e 
lo w. I met a gentleman enro ute who 
pro ved Hi lie a valuable « mipanlo ri, 
being co o versaut with all parts o f the 
city . To gether we priiceeded t» i a ho le 
in the hillside which was o nly abo ut 
18 inches square, and we were co m­ 
pelled to s» iueeze thro ugh, getting o ur 
clo thes co vered with dust. Once in 
side we lit a candle and began an lo - 
-pectlo n. Ho les were chiseled in the 
walls o f a semi-circular shape, to d 
here is 
where

po sited their dead, walling up the 
eo traneea with small cliSp« o f ro ck.

In his annual estim ates sent to co ngress 
at the beginning o f the present sessio n, 
the secretary o f the treasury estim ated 
the receipts fro m custo ms during the 
fiscal year at $172,000,000. 
So far, w ith 
nearly ten mo nths o f the year go ne, the 
custo ms r**eeipts have reached alsiut 
$137,000,000, w ith a fair pro spect o f in ­ 
creasing to $105,000,000 by the clo se o f 
the year. 
The estim ate o f the receipts 
fro m internal revenue so urce* was $158, 
000,IKK). . Up to this tim e they have 
reached $I20.(KK),0(H) and it Is expected 
that the fig ure s fo r the co mpleted year 
Will l>e ulxiut $140,IKK),(KH). 
The 
receipts 
fro m 
miscellaneo us 
so urces are ex pected to slightly exceed 
the estim ates o f $15,000,000, muking the 
to tal receipts fo r the year abo ut $327,- 
000,000. 
The secretary’s estim ate o f 
the year's expenditures was $2163,000,000, 
which acco rding to his figure* wo uld 
leave a deficiency o f $I7,<KK),(KH). 
The actual expenditures, ho wever, it 
is no w tho ught, will aggregate abo ut 
$352,(XK),(K>0 o r $10,000,000 less than Mr 
Carlisle’s estim ate in December lust, so 
that the deficit at the clo se o f the year, 
it is believed, will no t sho w any very 
m aterial change fro m the figures, $25, 
162,423. 
This make*the to tal deficit fo r 
the three fiscal years ending Jun e 30,

The secretary's estimate* at the time
